Russians C laim Caucasian Victory 
PETROGRAD, Dec. 3u.— Renewed 
successes in the Caucasus in the Olti- 
nik region and important movements 
in Warsaw which presage the driving 
back of the Austro-German forces be­ 
yond the frontier are reported here 
today. In the Caucasus the Russians 
have taken Merdenek. near Saryka- 
myah, where the Turkish trenches 
w’ere carried after a series of bayonet 
charges.

Khorasan.

front declare the Austrian armies in 
southern Galicia have been complete­ 
ly routed.

It is admitted that the a rm ­ 
ies have been forced to withdraw' 
but this action, the statement says, 
was due to the throw ing of enormous 
numbers of reinforcements into the 
Rusian army in southern Galicia.
